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We are such stuff as dreams 
are made of, researcher says

Dreams can speak volumes about the 
personality of the dreamer and may 
even spark changes in that person's 
life, says a University of Alberta 
psychologist who has conducted 
several studies of dreamers through 
interviews, questionnaires and sleep 
laboratory experiments. 

Very sad dreams are most likely to 
have a long-term impact, says Dr. Don 
Kuiken, who has spent more than 10 
years studying the impact of dreams on 
people's lives. He says sad dreams are 
typically experienced by insecure 
people who are distressed about their 
emotional and social lives. Some 
people have described such dreams as 
"turning points" in their lives, he adds. 

People who have had sad dreams 
say the dream experience was agony, 
often accompanied by a sense of loss. 
They may wake up crying and the 
feeling of sadness may linger for 
several days. Yet the effect can be 
enriching. 

"People look back and say That 
dream changed me. It made me aware 
of feelings in my personal life that I 
typically ignore.' They become more 
compassionate," says Kuiken. 

Kuiken calls dreams that leave 
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lusting impressions "impactful" 
dreams. They fall into three categories: 
existential or sad dreams, transcendent 
or ecstatic dreams, and nightmares. 
Each category of dream leaves 
distinctly different after-effects. 

Existential dreams often involve 
incidents of separation and loss. 
"Someone who is dead may appear in 
the dream," says Kuiken. "The agony 
experienced may be related to a recent 
bereavement." 

People who have had transcendent 
dreams say there was a magical, 
spiritually ecstatic quality, says 
Kuiken. The lingering effect is 
positive, although unlikely to cause 
any change in the dreamer's behaviour. 

People who have existential and 
transcendent dreams share the 
characteristic of being able to become 
absorbed in fantasies and daydreams 
during their waking hours. 

"But while transcendent dreamers 
find their lives generally fulfilling, 
existential dreamers feel despair and 
helplessness about their lives," says 
Kuiken. 

Nightmares, or anxiety dreams, are 
marked by intense fear. On wakening, 
the fear does not disappear and 
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dreamers are left with an unsettling 
feeling that there's a need for //J 
continuing vigilance against something /y, 
that's out there. //, 

People who have nightmares are /A 
concerned about coming to harm when // 
awake, Kuiken says. y 

"They are worried about AA 
psychological dangers. They have AA 
apprehensions about whether people 
are trustworthy and whether they can 
trust their own feelings. It's a form of ^A/ 
insecurity, of distrust." (VV

The program will include an interview with a commadante of the 
Farabundo Marti National Liberation Front, a former commander of the United 
States special forces in Latin America, Salvadorean political organizers, a Canadian 
journalist, and Liberal Foreign Affairs critic, Lloyd Axworthy. The program will also 
include information features, Salvadorean music and poetry. Twenty-six community 
radio and campus stations are participating in the broadcast.

It carries out financial and political campaigns supporting communication 
projects initiated by media outlets which are not influenced by the Salvadorean 
government. We relay news to radio stations, journalists, lawyers, individual and 
organizational subscribers across Canada. 

For over ten years El Salvador has been ravaged by a war which has resulted 
in 75 000 deaths and has left over one third of the population as refugees. During the 
past year the FMLN and the government of El Salvador have been engaged in UN 
mediated peace negotiations. It is hoped that these talks will bring about the 
democratization and demilitarization of the country, and the eventual cease fire 
between the two warring sides. 

The Salvadorean people have reached a crucial point in their struggle for peace 
and social justice. With this broadcast, we hope to contribute to Canadian awareness 
of the situation in El Salvador.

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Thirty Years of Lambda

This year is a special one for Lambda. It celebrates its th^ee decades of existence. Although to some 
(if not most) this may not be a thought provoking or emotion raising event. Indeed it may be a cynical 
occasion for outright criticism. 

Personally I cannot help but to make a strikingly simple comparison. This student paper has existed 
for nearly as long as the University and it is a reflection of the microsociety that is Laurentian. Yet this 
is not some abstract pie in the sky society. Laurentian, and for that matter, Sudbury, is a microcosm of 
Canada, split in the cleavage of language and seasoned by its multicultural ethnicity. 

From its early days, Lambda in itself showed the flu* of the two, the French and the English, 
attempting to live together. At the same time this paper was reflecting and funnelling through the similar 
conflict occurring in the Laurentian institution.
